I talked on the phone with Mr. Hamel last week and again this morning regarding his 
concerns. His most immediate concerns relate to certain alleged maintenance and 
replacement policies BP has in place on the North Slope. He believes these policies 
promote short-term cost savings while putting critical valves and turbines (and workers) 
at risk. He is aware of the upcoming state oil and gas infrastructure risk assessment, 
but believes the results of that effort are too far off. He believes the state needs to 
take more immediate steps to investigate his concerns. I am scheduled to talk with him 
again on Friday. Before talking with him, I plan to discuss his concerns and possible 
state response with Joe Balash and DNR.

I have been a proud Alaska State Trooper for several years now and tell others of the great things 
this department has done over the years. I am proud to wear the uniform and work for the State 
of Alaska every day. However, I am greatly troubled at how we as Troopers are continually 
forced to be paid pennies and nickels for the job that we do, and really troubled about comments 
made by Commissioner Kreitzer, that if the Troopers don 't like their pay and/or jobs then they 
should get a different one. These words are very disturbing to say the least. 10-15 years ago the 
Alaska State Troopers were one of the top paying agencies in the country, and now we don't 
even rank. 

I was just transferred to Southeast Alaska after living in the Fairbanks area for almost 1 4 years. 
My wife was an elementary school teacher for 12 of those years. She chose to move with me in 
hopes of finding a job in a small community of a few thousand people. She gave up her career 
for me, the Alaska State Troopers, and the families of the State of Alaska. After arriving here, 
she was labeled the Troopers wife and was unable to find a job due to this. After 7 month of 
trying to sub and working odd jobs she had to return to Fairbanks, and thank God the Fairbanks 
North Star Borough School District let her have her teaching job back, because we used all of 
our savings just to keep two household afloat. So you ask yourself, why does this pertain to me 
as the Governor or an Alaska State citizen? It is important to you because you are probably going 
to lose a highly qualified Trooper to another department because our pay and benefits just don't 
compete anymore. I wear the Alaska State Trooper uniform proudly every day and serve the 
citizens of this great state with great honor, but if our benefits and pay don't change, I will have 
to look at another department that will support my family just as Commissioner Kreitzer stated. I 
know that there are many more Troopers that are walking in my same shoes and are facing the 
same situations as myself every day. 

We as Troopers are not asking for millions, but for a fair contract that will retain and recruit 
employees.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska -- Jim Clark, the former chief of staff to Gov. Frank Murkowski, has pleaded 
guilty to a single count of conspiracy. 

The charges stem from an ongoing federal investigation into public corruption of Alaska politicians. 

Specifically, the plea agreement Indicates that Clark committed mail and wire fraud in order to 
advance a "scheme" In which VECO Corp. would eventually pay more than $68,000 in expenses 
relating to Gov. Murkowski's re-election campaign. 

The charges go on to say that the scheme was hatched so that the public would "be deceived and 
the payments would not be disclosed, as required by law." 

The charges stem from the 2006 Petroleum Profits Tax debate In the state Legislature. Two former 
state lawmakers, Pete Kott and Vic Kohring, have already been found guilty of corruption- related 
charges stemming from the PPT 20/20 debate.

Subject SB224 • take out appropriaton of (8,900,000 to DNR for the South Denali Access Road Design and 
Construction Project 

Please remove the appropriation of $8,900,000 from "2008 transportation project fund" 
in SB 224 to DNR for the South Denali Access Road design and construction project. 
We know that the road is supposed to be a part of the development for the South Denali Visitor 
Center, but since there is no funding yet to build, staff, or maintain the proposed visitor center, 
the planning and construction of a road would be premature. It is our understanding that the 
proposed road if built now would simply deadend on Curry Ridge. The Ridge and all the 
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surrounding wilderness would be accessible to motorized traffic and vulnerable to destruction. Without 
a visitor center and the attending park ranger staff presence that will come with such a facility, State 
Parks does not have the staff or funding to protect and manage a wilderness area at the end of a road. 
We are Mat-Su Bourough residents. We live in the Butte and we also have a cabin up near 

the proposed project. We have witnessed the physical destruction and constant mayhem that 
arises when there is an unmanaged road that gives unfettered access to ATVs to the 
wilderness - read that Jim Creek Road. (If you are unaware of Jim Creek/Knik River 
problems - please consult any Mat-Su legislator or the State Troopers or DNR.) We enjoy the 
peace and quiet of the wilderness up near the proposed visitor center. We understand and 
support the need for a visitor center for Denali State Park to give people access to the park, 
but we do not support building this development on a piecemeal basis. If any of you were to fly 
over the area which encompasses the park, you would already see the physical destruction of 
vast amounts of acreage that ATVs have access to - simply by driving off the Parks Highway 
onto the tundra. 

If South Denali is to be developed it needs to be done right. The road should be part of the 
total construction project not a separate, initial effort. If the State wants to begin to fund the 
South Denali project, but not fund the entire project we suggest that the state do the following: 

1 . purchase Parks Highway inholdings within one mile of the proposed access road and work 
with the Mat-Su Borough to develop regulations for the area. 

2. fund DNR staff to work with the Mat-Su Borough to develop land use regulations for the actual proposed site and 
surrounding area before any actual project construction begins 

3. fund DNR staff to work with appropriate governmental officials (both on federal and state 
level) to work out plans for how the entire project will be designed and built and then staffed, 
maintained, and operated. For instance, we have heard that the state's annual share for 
running the facility will be $500,000. Has anybody sat down and figured how this will be paid 
every year, let alone build the facility? 

Again, please remove the appropriation of $8,900,000 from "2008 transportation project fund" 
in SB 224 to DNR for the South Denali Access Road design and construction project.

Govenor Palin, LT. Govenor Pamell, Commissioner Kreitzer 

Let me preface this correspondence by thanking you for taking the time to read this email outlining 
some of my concerns regarding the state of affairs affecting myself and other law enforcement officers 
throughout the State system. 

My name is Zachary Osborn, and I work as an Airport Police & Fire Officer at Fairbanks 
International. I have been employed for about two and a half years in this capacity. I was initially hired 
with three other recruits in 2005. Once my hiring cycle was complete, my department no longer had any 
vacancies due to successful hiring processes throughout 2004 and 2005. In total, spring of 2004- spring 
of 2006 yielded a total of 12 new hires for the airport. Of those 12 hired, only myself and Officer 
Dickerson, who is currently on military deployment overseas, are the only two who have not resigned or 
been terminated. Expressed in other terms, the retention rate for new hires at Fairbanks Airport from 2004 
to 2008 is a shockingly dismal 1 7%! As of today, 65% of the Officers at this department have less than 
two years of experience, and less than 25% of Officers have three or more years of service. Currently 
40% of the command staff (Sergeants and Lieutenant) is eligible for retirement. 

The inability of my department to effectively recruit and retain quality employees has reached 
epidemic proportions. With the inception of Tier IV retirement benefits and continued sub-par wages, 
there is no reason to think that the current several-year trend will change. The job of any state police 
officer presents numerous challenges individually, and to one's family- as many Troopers and APFOs 
have outlined in their letters to you. The difficulty in recruitment and retention of Airport Police & Fire 
Officers is compounded by the necessity that a recruit receive full state police certification, fire-fighting 
certification, aircraft rescue certification and EMS certification- all the while being paid a full range below 
Trooper recruits. As you have been Informed By many Troopers, their wage is still too low to attract 
worthwhile, long-term employees. 

I understand that the State desires to be fiscally responsible and control spending lest we be 
unprepared for lean times that may come. Nevertheless, a true need exists within our growing economy 
and burgeoning communities for the best and brightest to stand ready to answer when and where 
problems and emergencies arise. The State cannot afford to allow law enforcement agencies to continue 
their downward slide. Action must be taken to increase the appeal of State police jobs to encourage those 
who are capable and willing to accept the challenges these tasking jobs require to join the ranks and 
remain for years to come. I hope that it is understood that we are not seeking government largess, but 
merely competitive wages and benefits commensurate with the work and challenges we deal with on a 
daily basis. 

Please prioritize the needs of those who are tasked with protecting the citizens of Alaska so that 
our ability to provide first-rate service to those under our charge never diminishes.

ABORTION: Rep. Coghill's bill on parental consent (HB 364) moved out of House Judiciary 
on Friday...after 6 hours of public testimony and debate. It now moves to Finance. Hep. 
Coghill and his staff are aware that you support their efforts. 



EDUCATION: We had hoped the legislature would adopt our education plan and that there was 
funding available for the plan BUT, there are good aspects of the bill that passed the 
Senate yesterday. The bill increases the base student allocation by $100 for each of the 
next three years, boosts funding for students with intensive needs, provides more money 
for high-cost school districts, protects districts with declining enrollment and adjusts 
state reimbursements for transportation costs. I expect we will hear more from school 
districts on that. 



Sen. Therriault made a statement on the Senate floor yesterday during debate on an 
amendment to increase the base student rate to $200. He pointed out that $22 million was 
being argued as too much, while in just 15 minutes, the Senate Finance Committee inserted 
$50 million into the FY 08 Supplemental to fund previously vetoed capital projects. 
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Sen. Wilken today is making behind the scenes efforts to inform Senators that the $100 BSA 
increase only results in a net increase of $11.52 due to the elimination of the school 
improvement grants. He will also counter Sen. Elton's statement on the floor yesterday 
about unsustainable growth in the out years, by explaining that the amount would not grow. 



Sen. Wilken plana to state on the Senate floor today, during reconsideration of HB 273, 
that he is hopeful that if the funding is not included in this bill, that the $22 million 
will be appropriated in the operating or capital budget. 



Sen. Wilken intends to point out that the campaign platforms of all the senators is in 
support of education. He wants to force those in opposition to the increased BSA to make 
statements on the record. 



VETOES - The Senate brought back $51 million in '08 vetoes and placed them in the 
supplemental budget. It ia too soon to say if I will veto the projects that were put back 
in to the budget. There is a lot of work left to do on the supplemental bill and the 
public will also weigh In on the projects that were added. But overall spending last year 
was too high. 



We have included requests for capital projects in the supplemental bill - for things like 
DOTPF projects that are ready to go to bid and that could be started in this construction 
season rather than wait for a July 1 fiscal year start date. That however is very 
different from revisiting items that were vetoed - we would prefer to work with the 
legislature on the overall spending/ savings plan for FY08 and FY09 - and, we do not yet 
know what that looks like!

Dear Governor Palin, 

Like you, I believe Chat AGIA ia vital to the future of Alaska's economy. I 
also believe that it is coming, and we need to start preparing for it now. 
The reality is that when the construction of the pipeline begins, this state 
will be flooded with hundreds of young adult male blue collar workers who 
will be making more money than they have ever made in their lives. While 
most of them will not cause problems, they are, statistically speaking, the 
demographic that causes the largest problem for law enforcement and the 
criminal justice system ae a whole. Our state's criminal justice system is 
at its breaking point as it is. When we are faced with the additional 
strains brought on by the pipeline workers, there i3 only one way to be 
prepared; by having an adequate number of trained, loyal law enforcement 
officers in place. While you have no control over the hiring of officers in 
municipal departments, you have tremendous say in the recruitment and 
retention of troopers. As a 12 year trooper, I am very concerned about the 
future of our department, especially when the pipeline comes. 

Many people say that the Anchorage Police Department is the 
trooper's biggest competition, but I disagree, i believe that our biggest 
competition will be whichever company is chosen to build the pipeline. When 
that company starts hiring, the troopers need to be satisfied enough in 
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their jobs that they will not "jump ship." And the only way to have 
experienced, loyal troopera in place when thia pipeline construction begins 
is to start hiring enough now. No matter how you or anyone feels about how 
much current troopers earn, the reality is that based on our lack of ability 
to till the open spots we have now, potential applicants do not believe that 
starting pay is high enough. If they felt otherwise, we would have 
thousands of applicants to choose from, which was the case in the not too 
distant past when the troopers were the highest paid law enforcement agency 
in the state. Once the pipeline construction starts, it's too late. Even 
if we did suddenly raise starting wages then and hire the troopers we need, 
they would have no experience. They would be new, they would make mistakes 
because we wouldn't be able to train them in time, and the state would 
suffer in the long run. No one can deny that a four year trooper is more 
effective and efficient than a four month trooper. 

By raising the starting salaries of troopers now, it becomes a win, 
win, win situation. It's a win for you because you are saying to the people 
of Alaska "I believe so much in AG I A that I am starting to put the 
infrastructure in place now." It is a win for the people of Alaska, because 
they are being provided with the law enforcement protection they want and 
deserve. And finally it would be a win for the department and the troopers 
because for the first time in years, we would have the manpower needed to do 
the job people of the state expect from us. We would be getting paid an 
adequate wage, which would then be spent in the businesses of the state, 
improving the economy everywhere we serve. 

AGIA is exciting and glamorous. But leading the charge to Alaska's 
future means more than getting the parties involved to agree. Believing in 
AGIA means laying the ground work and putting the infrastructure in place 
before it's too late.
